The  primary  purpose  of  such  a  tractor  is  cultivation  of  narrow  row  crops  such  as 
beets,  carrots,  onions,  etc.  Many  farmers  and  home  owners  with  extensive  gardens, 
however,  wish  to  do  a  wider  range  of  work  from  light  plowing  to  horse  cultivation  in 
wide  rows.  The  Planet  Jr.  has  been  made  heavy  enough  and  powerful  enough  to  do 
this  work  in  a  very  efficient  manner.  It  handles  a  6  inch  plow  easily. 

It  is  in  the  cultivation  of  narrow  row  crops,  however,  that  it  particularly  excells. 
With  this  tractor  it  is  possible  to  cultivate  right  up  to  the  row  without  endangering  the 
crops.  And  it  handles  so  easily  that  this  cultivation  can  be  done  very  rapidly. 

This  accuracy  and  ease  of  handling  is  achieved  by  the  use  of  patented  “pump 
handle”  tool  control,  which  operates  in  the  same  manner  as  a  horse  hoe  is  steered.  To 
go  to  the  right,  merely  press  on  the  right  handle,  allowing  the  handle  to  sway  to  the 
left.  As  the  tool  carriage  is  attached  to  the  frame  ahead  of  the  wheels,  the  turn  of  the 
wheels  is  constantly  communicated  to  the  cultivating  tools,  so  that  control  is  both 
instant  and  positive.  The  importance  of  a  control  which  works  as  easily  and  positively 
as  this  cannot  be  over  estimated,  as  it  makes  possible  the  closest  kind  of  cultivation 
with  a  tractor  heavy  enough  and  powerful  enough  to  do  the  work  of  a  horse. 

The  adaptability  of  the  Planet  Jr.  Motor  Cultivator  is  furthermore  increased  by 
the  ease  of  adjustment  and  infinite  variety  of  adjustments  made  possible  by  a  specially 
designed  clamp  and  tool  holder. 

It  is  possible  to  cultivate  any  width  rows  because  of  the  reversible  feature  on  the 
wheels.  This  enables  you  to  obtain  settings  of  13>2,  15,  18  and  20  inches  from  center 
to  center  of  the  treads. 

The  durability  of  the  tractor  is  built  into  it  from  the  bottom  up.  Everything 
possible  has  been  done  to  increase  its  wearing  qualities  and  reduce  to  a  minimum  any 
chances  of  break  downs.  For  this  purpose  the  tractor  is  equipped  with  a  multiple  disc 
clutch,  ratchet  differential  in  the  wheels,  ball  bearings  on  the  clutch  shaft,  Alemite 
lubrication,  chrome  vanadium  alloy  steel  axle  and  clutch  shaft,  etc.  In  other  words 
the  machine  is  built  of  the  best  available  material  and  according  to  the  best  engineering 
principles. 

The  Planet  Jr.  Motor  Cultivator  is  built  for  use  with  either  a  Toro  Model  M.  E. 
1 3  4  H.  P.  motor  or  a  Briggs  and  Stratton  full  power  Model  P.  B.  1  H.  P.  motor,  the 
latter  being  recommended  for  only  the  lightest  type  of  work.  The  toro  motor  is  standard 
equipment  on  the  Planet  Jr.  and  we  strongly  recommend  that  you  buy  it  so  equipped.
